Is the office losing its 
allure for finding love?

As swiping left or right becomes a dating 
norm, is there still an appetite for a good roll 
in the supply closet? 

Half of business professionals say they 
have participated in a workplace romance, 
says Vault’s 2016 office romance survey down 
from 59 percent five years ago but an indica- 
tion that the office remains a popular meet 
market. 

Millennials are less likely to have indulged 
than their older colleagues, which could be 
because they have had less time in the work- 
force or they prefer other avenues for finding 
love. Forty-four percent of 18- to 34-year-olds 
say they have had an office romance, while 
59 percent of 35- to 49 -year-olds and 66 per- 
cent of baby boomers say so. 

Meanwhile, 15 percent of American adults 
say they have used online dating sites and/or 
mobile dating apps, up from 11 percent who 
reported doing so in early 2013, according to 
a report out Thursday from Pew Research 
Center, which polled 2,000 people last sum- 
mer. Young adults aged 18 to 24 are the big- 
gest users, at 27 percent, a big jump from just 
10 percent three years ago, thanks to mobile 
apps, the report said. 

Whether the continued rise of online dat- 
ing will dampen the appeal of the office fling 
remains to be seen, but already the workplace 
has seen its role diminished in forming mar- 
riages. A 2012 study by Stanford University so- 
ciologist Michael Rosenfeld found 10 percent 


of people who found spouses between 2005 
and 2009 met at the office, down from about 
20 percent in 1990. 

Vault’s annual Valentine’s Day survey of 
about 2,000 employed U.S. adults also found: 
Most workplace lovers say they had an ongo- 
ing yet casual relationship, while 36 percent 
were involved in a random hookup and 29 per- 
cent were in a long-term serious relationship. 
Sixteen percent met their spouse or partner at 
work, down slightly from 19 percent five years 
ago. 

A fifth of office lovers got involved while 
they or their colleague was married or in a 
long-term relationship. A quarter of those af- 
fairs resulted in the marriage ending; 12 per- 
cent said it affected their career. 

While long commonplace, workplace rela- 
tionships still pose headaches to employers, 
said Brian Alcala, a partner with the labor and 
employment group in the Chicago office of 
Nixon Peabody 

A consensual relationship that goes sour 
can lead to harassment claims if someone 
feels an ex-lover is stalking, or retaliation 
claims if someone feels an ex is giving poorer 
job evaluations of the former lover once the 
romance is over, Alcala said. 

In addition to the risk of running afoul 
of federal and state laws, employers have to 
watch internal politics to guard against lov- 
ers giving each other preferential treatment, 
or the perception that there is favoritism, he 
said.
